LOCAL AND GENERAL 


The general business situation 
continnes sound, favorable de- 
velopments offsetting the un- 
satisfactory elements which are 
to be expected in a country of 
such diversified resources and 
interests as Canada. On the 
unfavorable side there must be 
placed the adverse effects of 
frost and other damage to some 
crops in several districts, exten- 
sive purchases on credit in the 
spring and summer by those 
farmers whose expectation of 
large yields of grain and roots 
were not realized, and low 
prices for certain agricultural 
products, such as wheat. There 
are, however, compensating 
factors in the agricultural 
situation, notably a general in- 
crease in production and sales 
over any previous year, low 
harvestidg and feeding costs 
and improved conditions during 
the last year in the live stock 
and dairying branches,—Can- 
adian Bank of Commerce Let- 
ter. 


It is announced following a 
recent conference held at Trail, 
B. U., that experiments to de- 
termine the value of super- 
phosphate fertilizer on Alberta 
farm lands will again be carried 
on by the Department of Agri- 
culture during 1929 at various 
points throughout the province 
‘The results of the experiments 
along this line conducted dur: 
ing the past season are con- 
sidered sufficiently encouraging 
to warrant further tests. Free 
supplies of the fertilizer will 
again be furnished by the Trail 
Smelter and will be carried free 
of charge by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. Special atten- 
tion will be paid during the 
coming year to the effects of 


this commercial fertilizer when 
applied in some of the areas of 
lighter soil in central and 
northern Alberta. 


(Experimental Farms Note) 


The high price paid for eggs during 
the winter should be an incentive to 
the poultry keeper to produce the 
largest number possible during that 
season of the year. ‘lo secure this he 
must not only exercise the greatest 
care in selecting his pullets in the fall 
and in providing proper housing ac- 
comodation for the winter months, 
but he must also feed the proper 
ration for egg production as eggs are 
the product of the surplus food eaten 
over and above that required for body 
maintaivence, 

For maximum winter egg produc- 
tion a yariety of feeds are required. 
In summer, on free range, the flock is 
able to secure sufficient exercise and a 
right proportion of the different kinds 
of food but during the winter months 
it is necessary to imitate these con- 
ditions as much as possible fur best 
results, In addition to a ration of 
scratch grains, mashes and drink, 
meat feed, green feed, mineral feed 
and grit should be fed during the time 
the birds are more or less closely 
confined, i 

Scratch feed should be fed morning 
and evening 1n clean straw litter six 
or eight inches deep, The morning 
feed should be » light one to keep the 
hens scratching most of the morning 
thus inducing exercise. The evening 
feed of scratch grain should be suf- 
ficient to have the birds go to roost 
with full crops. A suitable mixture 
of home grown grains for scratch food 
is made by mixing wheat 2 parts, 
barley 1 part and oats 1 part. 

A good dry mash mixture, to be 
kept in hoppers constantly before the 
flock, may be made of equal parts of 
bran, middlings corn meal and oat 
flour or finely ground oats and half 
part beef scrap. To this add 5 per 
cent bone meal and about 1 per cent 
fine table salt, At times when the 
birds begin to slacken in production a 
very small amount of moist mash of 
the same formula as that fed dry 
should be fed at noon to increase'the 
amount of mash consumed, 

Green feed in some form is essential 
to maintain a flock of laying hens in a 
vigorous condition, Beets, cabbage 
and mangels make good forms of 


green feed. Sprouted oats, cut clover 
or alfalfa leaves are also used suc- 
cessfully, A liberal supply of green 
feed fed daily provides the hens with 
the required succulence in the ration, 
tends to keep them in better physical 
condition and thus promotes egg pro- 
duction. 

Hens producing heavily require 
mineral feeds and these can best be 
supplied in the form of oyster shell, 
green cut bone and grit. These 
mineral elements should be supplied 
in hoppers at all times. It is also 
good practice to have water and skim- 
milk or buttermilk continually before 
the birds.

Japan Unsatisfactory 


Country Has To Import Wheat For 
Manufacturing Purposes 

The present situation of the Jap- 
anese flour and grain trade cannot 
be described as wholly satisfactory, 
writes James A. Langley, Canadian 
trade commissioner in Kobe, in the 
Commercial Intelligence Journal. 
While flour milling is one of the in- 
dustries to which Japanese inter- 
ests are paying particular attention, 
the market has shown in lower and 
unsteady prices the effects of many 
adverse influences. The dominant 
factor contributing towards the 
falling market price for flour has 
been the over-extension of flour mills. |

city of all Japanese mills was about)

Respecting Liens 


Removing Financial Obstructions To 
Operation Of Farm Lands In 
Certain Areas 

Hon. Charles Stewart, Minister of 
the Interior, is gratified with the re- 
sults of the legislation respecting 
liens on certain classes of western 
lands which he obtained from Par- 
liament in the session of 1927. 

By the work of committees set up 
by this Act (The Crown Debts Act 
liens and other financial obstructions 
to operation placed on lands in cer- 
tain areas during the dry years fol- 
lowing; 1914 to attempt to insure re- 
payment of advances for seed grain 
and fodder, are being adjusted. It is 
expected from what Hon. Mr. Stew- 
art learned from his study of the 
working out of the plan while in the 
West, that a number of farmers who 
might have been forced from the 
land will be encouraged to remain as 
a result of these adjustments, which 
are being made at no cost to the set- 
tler for the legal. process, and that 
areas which have been tied up and 
non-productive can now be disposed 
ot to those who will put them to the” 
use for which they are fitted. 

As explained in Parliament, where 
the bill was fully discussed, there was. 
a rapid advance of settlement, espe- 
cially from 1912 to 1915, into areas 
in southeastern Alberta and south- 
western Saskatchewan, formerly de- 
voted to ranching. The extremely 
dry years following 1914 experienced 
by this district seriously crippled 
these new settlers and in order to 
assist them, especially in view of the 
need for increased food production 
caused by the war, grants of seed 
grain, fodder, and other forms of re-

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DEVISING WAYS 
TO HELP MINERS 


London, England.—The policy of 
nioving unemployed miners out of the 
distressed coal fields districts. to 
tore promising parts of the country 
under government direction was, it 
in the end successful, the only means 
of affording permanent relief, stated 
Premier Stanley Baldwin in the 
House of Commons. The prime min- 
ister was making an additional state- 
ment on the government’s proposals 
for dealing with the problem. 

The government is giving $750,000 
nlveady collected by the fund; is 
using $500,000 in transferring men 
and is going to contribute to the lord 
mayor's fund an equal proportion of 
future collections. 


Premier Baldwin believed it a 
fallacy to say that absorption of la- 
bor from the distressed areas would 
seriously interfere with unemploy- 
ment elsewhere. 

The schedule of training centres 
to fit miners for agricultural work 
in the place of industrial employ- 
ment would be greatly extended in 
the coming years, the prime minister 
promised. The program for the next 
year would provide for sending at 
least 6,000 trained or tested men to 
Canada and it was hoped the recent} 
reductions in ocean passage wocld 
be a real stimulant to the normal 
movement of mirgants outside gov- 
ernment schemes. He urged employ-| 
ers of Britain to second the govern- 
ment measures by taking on men 
from the distressed areas, even if 
only one such man was employed 
by a firm. 


Explosion Shakes London 


Violent Explosions Rip Up a Mile Of

London, England.—Leaping gas
